The Bepnbtican National 'Conven- 


tion which is to assemble at Chicago on 
June 3d, will consist of 760 members- 
The basis is doable the representation 
allowed to each State in Congress and 
two from each Territory. Thus Nevada 
has two Senators and one Bepresenta- 
tive. Her number of delegates to the 
National Convention will be six. -The 
peculiarity of that body will be that 
there will be in it 274 delegates from 
States which are morally certain not to 
chose a single Republican Elector. 
These 274 delegates are the equivalent 
of 137 Electoral votes. There are in 
the Electoral College in all 369 votes. 
Of these 185 votes are necessary to a 
choice. It follows that there will be a 
false quantity, equal to 137 Electorial 
votes, only 48 votes less than the re- 
(jnired majority, in the Republican 
National Convention. 


The United States Senate has juet 


passed an important bill providing for 
the panishmeut of persons on the west- 
ern frontiers who shall steal any horses, 
mules, goods or chattels belonging to 
the Indians. This is about the first 
time in our history that Congress has 
enacted any law to protect the Indian 
in his right of property. 
Heretofore 


all the legislation has been to "protect" 
the white man. Now it is "Poor Lo's" 
horses and chattels that are tobe looked 
after. 


KEAKMKY ON TILDEN.—Denis Kearney 


is delivering lectures in the East. He 
does not entertain a very exalted opinion 
of Mr. Tilden. At New York, in allud- 
ing to that gentleman, he used very 
strong language. Said he: 


That political devil fish with false 


teeth, false wig, false heart, or rather 
gizzard, for he has no heart; that fraud, 
electioti fraud, cipher fraud, fraud of all 
frauds, Bam Tilden, sits in his office 
like a great spider, with suckers out ml 
over the continent. 


The California Supreme Conrt has 


decided in the case of John W. Dent 
vs. B. F. Hoi brook, that an unauthor- 
ized sale by a stock broker of certifi- 
cates of shares of stocks, in a mining 
corporation, on which the broker has a 
lien for payment of a part of the pur- 
chase money, is a conversion for which 
the owner of the certificates is entitled 
to recover as damage the highest market 
value of the stock at any time between 
the conversion and the verdict, without 
interest.

H. E. Robinson, a California pioneer, 


who died some time since in Connecti- 
cut, willed $40,000 to the relief of des- 
titute women and children in Sun Fran- 
Cisco. The Mnyor and City Council 
were put ia trust of the bequest.

with a population of U,500 Chinamen, 
there are only two Chinese women.

The Terrible BcveUtloB »f » Wife 


Afterward* •turdored. 


About six years ago a man earned 


Conrad Warner was murdered while on 
his way home from Salem, Oregon, and 
the murderer made good his escape. A 
deep mystery shrouded the whole trans- 
action, "and the secret has remained un- 
solved tip to the present time. After the 
lapse of nearly six yean a solution is 
now made public. William Tubbs, alias 
William Franklin, some time in the year 
1877 married Miss Browning near Buena 
Vista. In a fit of jealousy, on July 4, 
1878, he shot her, killing her instantly, 
and then immediately killed himself. It 
appeare that the murricd life of Frank- 
lin's wife was one of continuous infelic- 
ity, and on several occasions the pair 
separated, only to be reunited. 
A few 


days before the fatal Fourth ot July 
mentioned, Mrs. Fruuklin told Mr. Mnn- 
sell that life to her was a burden; that 
she was wedded to a roan with whom she 
could not live, aud that she dared not 
leave him. 
She hitid that in his confid- 


ing moments 1> < had told her the history 
of his life, uncl. i thn pledge of secrecy, 
to be broken only by the forfeiture of 
her life. He s.uj that he had, in his 
lifetime, nmrdc.eil lifteen men; that one 
of them was « in RIO in Jackson county, 
front whom he yot $1,500; that he 
(Franklin) v\:m the man who killed Con- 
iad Warner in ii (ittlcm; that he did it 
with the txpt-.: lion of gelling $200, 
the price of H f\>.,u of horses sold by 
Warner a short iimo before. 
Franklin 


said he knew nht-n the horses were sold, 
the price and the time of payment, and 
resolved to get the money when paid, 
and for that purpose laid his plans. He 
waylain Warner on his road home, 
stopped him in the road, shot him dead, 
and after rifling his pockets started the 
team homeward in the road. 
Then he 


made his way through the woods and 
by-ways to Scio, and southward through 
Linn county, thence across to the west 
side of the river into Polk county, where 
he resided most of the time up to his 
death. Franklin gave his real name as 
William Tubbs. 


The police of Cleveland, Ohio, have 


just taken a census of the city and find 
27,589 houses with 158,207 inhabitants. 
In the 1870 census Cleveland had a pop- 
ulation of 92,829. 
At the lust census 


only nine cities iu the country had over 
50,000 inhabitants, and Cleveland was 
then the fifteenth in size.
